“As she was the mother of two 
squabs at the time, I was wary 
about entering her for fear she 
might get hurt or killed, and thus 
cause the death of her two little 
squabs. For, you see, the mother 
pigeon feeds her young by eating 
the food first and then coughing it 
up and feeding it to the squabs. 

“Nevertheless, I figured that if 
she won this race for me I would be 
established in the pigeon world. 

Loses Prize Bird 
“Well, I let her race anyway. As 
she neared home at the completion 
of the distance I noticed that she 
was flying as if completely exhaust- 
ed. When she landed on the en- 
trance to the trap she toppled over. 


This is the story of the hobby 
of Wallace (Wally) Spalding, a 
Sophomore from Louisville, fcy. 

For the last ten years he has 
been raising homing pigeons; 
his story is one of the most in- 
teresting that your correspond- 
ent has been privileged to hear. 

We will let Wally tell the story in 
his own words. 

“I started raising pigeons about 
1930, when I purchased a brace of 
them for fifty cents. Over nine 
years old at the time, they were 
supposed to be non-productive. 
Two months after I bought them, 
however, the female laid two eggs. 


“I entered both of my birds and 
paid a racing fee of fifty cents. The 
winning bird received most of the 
fees; the second and third birds to 
come in each received part of what 
was left. 

“The birds were released at 8 a. 
m. My first bird reached home at 
1 p. m. But instead of entering the 
pigeon trap, as it was required to

Engraving Plant In Science

The primary purpose of the club 


Last week an engraving plant 
was installed in Science Hall. The 
owner of this equipment is the Craw 
and Craw Publishing Company of 
Oxford, Indiana. The operator 
will be Richard Trost of Zanesville, 
Ohio. He will do the engraving for 
Stuff as well as for other publica- 
tions printed by the company. This 
is no new experience for Dick who 
held a position as both photograph- 
er and engraver for the Zanesville 
News. 

How To Make A Cut 
Not many students know how , 
cuts are made for a paper. Here is i 
Dick’s explanation: “To make a 
screen engraving, such as is used 
in newspapers, the operator re- 
photographs the original picture 
witl\ q special camera, built for this 
purpose. This engraving camera 
holds a fine glass screen directly in 
front of the film, and when the pic- 
ture is re-taken the screen trans- 
lates the pictures in the form of 
tiny dots. When viewed from a 
distance the dots are invisible and 
the image on the picture is clearly 
seen. The product of this operation 
is a half-tone negative.”
